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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
Status of Claims 

This communication is in response to amendment filed on 6/27/2007. Applicant's 
communication filed on 10/222007 indicating support in the disclosure for the newly submitted 
claims is noted. Claims 1-24 are cancelled and new claims 25-40 added. Claim 25-40 are 
pending. 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .3 1 2. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows : 
25. A method for automatically printing a hard copy of transaction information, said method 
comprising: 

(a) communicating electronically with a supplier-side computer via the Intenet from a user side 
through a web browser at a user-side computer to conduct an electronic commerce transaction; 

(b) monitoring the electronic communication conducted via the Internet in (a), to identify 
automatically a selected aspect of information regarding the electronic commerce transaction, 
including at least one of a confirmation number, password and invoice information; 

(c) extracting electronic commerce information from the electronic communication conducted 
via the Internet in (a), and automatically generating, without a need for user action specifying, a 
print request including the extracted electronic commerce information; and 

(d) automatically sending said print request to a user-side printing apparatus^ to hav e the user- 
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side printing apparatus print prints t he print job including the electronic commerce information 
extracted from the electronic communication conducted via the Internet in (a). 

3 1 . A method for automatically printing a hard copy of transaction information, said method 
comprising: 

(a) communicating electronically with a supplier-side computer via the Internet.from a user side 
through a web browser at a user-side computer to conduct an electronic commerce transaction: 

(b) monitoring the electronic communication conducted via the Interact in (a), to identify 
automatically a selected aspect of information regarding the electronic commerce transaction, 
including at least one of a confirmation number, password and invoice information; 

(c) extracting electronic commerce information from the electronic communication 
conducted via the Interact in (a), and automatically generating, without a need for user action 
specifying, a print request including the extracted electronic commerce information; and 

(d) automatically sending said print request via a local area network to a user-side printing 
apparatus^ to hav e the user-side printing apparatus print prints the print job including the 
electronic commerce information extracted from the electronic communication conducted via the 
Interact in (a). 

Drawings 

The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and must be 
corrected by applicant: new corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
in this application because the drawings are informal. Applicant is advised to employ the 
services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
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Office no longer prepare new drawings. In order to avoid abandonment of the application, 
applicant must make the above noted drawing changes. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 25-40 are allowed. 

As per independent claims 25 and 3 1 , the prior art of record taken individually or in 
combination with the prior of record (Dickson and/or Sloane), fails to disclose (b) monitoring the 
electronic communication conducted via the Interact in (a), to identify automatically a selected 
aspect of information regarding the electronic commerce transaction, including at least one of a 
confirmation number, password and invoice information;(c) extracting electronic commerce 
information from the electronic communication conducted via the Interact in (a), and 
automatically generating, without a need for user action specifying, a print request including the 
extracted electronic commerce information; and(d) automatically sending said print request via a 
local area network to a user-side printing apparatus, the user-side printing apparatus prints the 
print job including the electronic commerce information extracted from the electronic 
communication conducted via the Interact in (a). In particular, although monitoring and 
automated print function are well known in the art, the motivation to automatically monitor 
commerce transactions to identify information regarding a transaction and automatically send a 
print request to a user-side printing apparatus to print a hard copy of such information was 
lacking, since typically a user reviews information before sending a request to print. 
Accordingly, claims dependent on 25 and 31 are accordingly allowable. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
